regarding the applicant's argument on page 9 of the response filed 5/10/05 that Fossum relates to gate controlled capacitors, 
this argument is not persuasive. Fossum (as disclosed in FIG. 8(b)) relates to a CCD image structure (see column 7. line 64 
and column 3. lines 3-27) used in image sensing applications. Koizumi also relates to image sensing applications in CCD 
structures (see column 1, line 14-16 of Koizumi). Implementing a physical structure such as a trench into Koizumi's device 
would clearly provide a longer path length for photogenerated carriers, and thereby would improve guantum efficiency and 
packing density (as taught by Fossum).
